cers ot the law as emphatically as It 
is by the law Itself. 
Tho stiletto is 


essentially a weapon of offense rather 
than of defense, for the reason already 
given, namely, that It can be used 
mori> effectively at clpfee range in un- 
expected attackk.

In this manner and with fatal effect. 


Tho man who carrlc-o a revolver Is 


not necessarily a bud man, but the 
man who carries a HMletto may safely 
bo regarded with suspicion.
